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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


To His Encelléncy Robert Lowry, Governor of the State of 
Mississippi- GREETING : 


The. Board of Trustees of the State Lunatic Asylum 
would respectfully report that there has been nothing 
in the administration of the Institution during the past 

wo years which we should bring to your attention, 
except what is stated in the elaborate report of the Superin- 
tendent. By reason of the unusual cheapness of the neces- 
saries of life during the past two years we have been enabled 
to bring the expenditures within the appropriation, but, as 
this condition of things was exceptional, we ask for an in- 
crease of appropriation. The sum required’ varies accord- 
ing to the market. Insufficiency of appropriation is 
especially to be avoided, for it necessitates purchases on 
credit, which is wrong in principle and dear in price. If 
theneeds of the Institution did not require all the appropri- 
ation it could be covered back into the treasury. 

The abundant supply of pure water, secured through the 
water works, sets at rest a constantly recurring, danger of 
water famine; besides it secures fire protection, and pro- 
motes the health and comfort of the inmates. 

During the past two years fire escapes have been con- 
structed, thereby avoiding the possibility of a holycaust. 
The danger of fire would be much reduced if the system of 
lighting could be changed from coal oil. This splendid 
property, of the value of fully $500,000, should be protected 
from all'possible dangers, and so especially its unfortunate in- 
mates. We earnestly recommend this to your consideration 
with the hope of favorable action. : 

The number of applications now pending for admission is 
very great, and some action, whereby these poor, demented 
creatures may be removed from felon’s cells in jails to an Asy- 
lum where they could be properly cared for and treated, is 
urgently recommended. 

For the preservation of the property it should be painted 
and provision should be made therefor. i 

We are gratified to state that the administration of Dr. 
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Mitchell has been characterized by diligence in attention, 
economy in expenditure, success in his profession; these, 
mingled with his gentleness in manner and elevation in char- 
acter have contributed largely to the success of the Institu- 
tion. The Steward, Mr. McGill, has by his close attention 
to business, good judgment in buying and fine executive 
ability, added largely to its success from a business stand- 
point.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT, 


To the Board of Trustees of the Mississippi State Lunatic Asylum : 


GENTLEMEN---In conformity to the requirements of law, I 
now present the thirty-third and thirty-fourth annual reports. 
By reference to the annexed tables, you can appreciate the 
movement of the population and the general statistics con- 
nected with the institution. During the year 1888 there 
were at the beginning of the year, 487 patients— males, 184; 
females, 253; admitted during the year, l06— males, 62; 
females, 44; total present, 543. males, 246 ; females, 297 ; 
discharged recovered, 50—— males, 28; females, 22; improved 
8—males, 6; females, 2; unimproved, 6— males, 3; females, 
8; not insane, 6—males, 5; females, 1; eloped—males 3; 
deaths, 29—males, 10 ; females, 19; remaining at the end of, 
ihe year, 441— males, 191; females, 250. 

At the beginning of 1889, there were 441 patients---males, 
. 191, females, 250, admitted during the year, 125. males, 
54; females, 71; total present, 566--males, 245; females, 
321, discharged recovered, 51—males, 23; females, 28, im- 
‘proved, 11—males, 5; females, 6; unimproved, 8—males, 4; 
females, 4; notinsane—male, 1; females, 1; eloped- males, 
1; deaths, 89— males, 18 ; females, 20 ; remaining atthe end 
of the year, 459. males, 197 ; females, 262. À 

Since my last report, I am pleased to congratulate the friends 
of the insane, that the general health of the household, has 
been good for the last biennial period, and on account of 
recent improvements we have in the future & better promise 
for good results than for sometime—our recoveries more 
than equalling our expectations, together with relatively 
but few deaths. Altogether the recoveries and death-rate 
have been more favorable than for any biennial period since I 
took charge, which we think measurably due to improved 
sewerage, supplemented by an abundant supply of water, it 
being the first summer in which there has not been a great 
scarcity. Sewer gas, as you know, is a constant menace to 
health, and while exposed to the malaria therefrom, may not 
always devolop acute disease, the latent hereditary morbid 
tendencies are ushered into disease, hence, to this influence 
we attribute the great amount of pulmonary disease, which 
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but a few years ago greatly increased our mortality report. 
The site of the hospital building presents most favorable 
surroundings for health; and with the observance of proper 
sanitary regulations, there are but few places more auspicions- 
ly located for the purposes intended. The attention of the 
Legislature in each of my reports has been invited to the 
great scarcity of water, but not until the last session did it 
favorably respond to this request. Knowing the great ex- 
pense incident to the construction of an independent “plant” 
for a water supply, I suggested that the. State co-operate 
with the city of Jackson, by which the publie institutions 
eould be more cheaply supplied. Although this plan was 
notliterally adopted, a liberal subseription on the part of 
the State enabled a private company to establish a fine 
system of “water works," from which are supplied abund- 
antly, not only all the publie institutions, but also the city. 
We now feel better.'equipped than ever before, and ' doubt 
not that when the Legislature assembles it will congratulate 
its predecessor on the wisdom which prompted this new en- 
terprise. 

As the necessity for imereased accommodation for the 
insane has become so patent to the public, I will present an 
extract from u paper read before the State Medical Associa- 
tion on the subject “Of the Management of Insane Asylums, 
more especially in the South,” as embodying our views on 
this and kindred subjects, which I wish through you to pre- 
sent to the Legislature: 


“The conduct of asylums in this country, Great Britain, 
together with that of the Continent, owing to the teachings 
ot Conally, of the former, and Pinel of the latter foreign 
lands, have at last awakened a sentiment of humanity which 
now permeates the territories of all nations where asylum 
care is furnished to this, the most unfortunate class entrusted 
to public guardianship. The blind being possessed of their 
reason, have only to mourn the loss of one sense; and the 
same obtains with the deaf mute, but to the mentally insane, 
is every avenue of intelligence closed; hence they become a 
greater care to their friends than all other beneficiaries of 
the State’s bounty, contributing nothing to their own main- 
tenance; and their total dependence and irresponsibility, 
keep alive a constant anxiety on the part of their friends, 
fearing less they commit some act involving the security of 
their own lives or those of others. Due to this social inse- 
curity, coupled with great sympathy for this unfortunate 
class, the claim for their care has been early recognized, and 
this charity among all people is the first to receive public 
care; but up to this time the best mode, embracing discipline 
and therapeutics is still subjudice; some favoring a stern 
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policy, while the great majority, we are gratified to say, 
favor the greatest indulgence consistent with proper discip- 
line. This worthy sentiment is fast growing, and asylums 
now are no longer considered prisons, and divorced from 
everything which contributes to pleasure and happiness. In 
the past two decades this philanthropic sentiment has rap- 
idly grown, and I trust will become so popular as to secure 
the total banishment of restraint from asylum therapeutics. 
This humane care is necessarily attended with somewhat 
more expense, but is it wise to put money in competition 
with this great reform? But a few years ago implements of 
restraint were fashionable and thought to be indispensable 
to thoroughly equip a first-class institution, but now almost 
everywhere these badges of disgrace are virtually banished, 
and in their stead are found kind words and a persuasive 
manner. Man never reacts from degrading treatment, whether 
deserved or undeserved; and although the insane may be 
incoherent and deprived of almost every manifestation of 
of mind, will frequently recall after recovery, with bitterness, 
the indignities to which they may have been subjected during 
their benighted condition ; hence policy, independent of prin- 
ciple, should dictate a kindly policy to these dependents. 

“ Insanity is now recognized as a physical disease, as much 
so as pneumonia, or any disease affecting the various organs 
of the body. 

“ The superstition which formerly placed the insane under 
the dominion of evil spirits, is a relic of the past, and the 
medical care of this class is now conducted by an observ- 
ance of the laws of physiology, pathology, and in fact every- 
thing appertaining to scientific medicine. While it is true 
that cerebral and nervous diseases are more ocult than those 
affecting other organs, enough has been learned by experience 
and pathological investigation, to arm the skillful physician 
with great resources for their care. The location of the vari- 
ous functions of the brain, under scientific inquiry, is fast 
approaching the vestibule of knowledge, and will doubtless 
have progressed sufficiently in a few years to enable the 
specialist to derive great profit in the prosecution of his in. | 
quiries. Already, surgery, aided by familiarity with the 
minute anatomy and physiology of the brain, has rescued 
many, who, without this intervention, would have passed 
through life in a state of demention, or else have become the 
victims of an untimely end. 

That which militates greatly against the successful treat- 
ment of the insane in this State, is due to over-crowding, 
thereby violating all the laws of hygiene, and when such is 
the case it requires something beyond human agency to give 
such results as we desire, but we must trust to the progres- 
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sive spirit of the age to prompt the next Legislature to fur- 
nish adequate room for all of this class requiring asylum 
care. 

Atthis time we have four hundred and fifty-seven patients 
—almost a hundred in excess of the comfortable capacity of 
the building. Two years ago my recommendation for in- 
creased room was strongly endorsed by the Committee on 
* Humane and Bénevolent Institutions,” but since then the 
applicants have increased so rapidly that I now see no 
retreat from the popular desire that ample room should be 
provided. We have on file at this place about one hundred 
and seventy applicants, and it is présumable that at Meri- 
dian they have relatively as many, whose claims impose the 
same obligation for! comfortable care as those already pro- 
vided for. Recently the public mind has been greatly 
aroused from its lethargy, as evidenced by the discussions 
in the various journals of the State, setting forth this need. 
I, however, regret to seg that not a few favor the erection of | 
an asylum especially for the colored. With due respect for 
the opinions of these journalists and philanthropists, we 
beg to offer our dissent, believing, that at this time we are 
not in need of a new institution, to the erection of which: 
several objections can be presented, and not the least of 
which is the inability of the State to assume such heavy 
pecuniary burdens, while in our judgment, and that of 
others, the same good could be obtained far more cheaply 
by making additions either at Meridian or Jackson, in the 
form of annexes to the main building, or else in the erection 
of cottages somewhat more remote from the main building. 
Besides, if made at either place, the cost would be greatly 
diminished by utilizing all the available help at the re- 
Spective places. In addition to this great outlay, which 
would be required in the construction of the buildings, it 
would involve quite an expenditure of money for adminis- 
trative purposes, which being avoidable, should not be 
assumed, as the State is poorly prepared to be burdened 
with unnecessary monied obligations. In addition to the 
above there are other reasons which we think should be 
presented against the erection of an asylum especially for the 
colored, and these are founded on our personal observation, 

` which teaches us, that with the moral and intellectual organ- 
ization of the negro, that an occasional contact with the 
whites, as is the case at Jackson, will result in good to the 
former, hence we believe better results would he obtained 
for this class than if remotely domiciled from all white in- 
fuenee. We find no difficulty in keeping the respective 
colors apart at all time when race prejudices demands it, 


and while the colored are doubless benefitted, we do not see 
that the whites are injuriously affected.” 
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As regards the medical treatment, we do not think it best 
io indulge too freely in the use of drugs, recognizing the 
fact that chemicals are but a small factor in the reclamation 
of dethroned reason. The best physic, in our judgment, 
when the patient's condition will permit it, judicious occu- 
pation, adapted'if practicable to his natural taste, but occu- 
pation of some kind is indispensably necessary if good 
results are obtained, To confine an insane man or woman 
to the wards when the acute symptoms are subdued will 
scarcely give an impetus to mental health. 

We will present another “want” through you to the Legisla- 
ture, and although not indispensable to health, is imperatively 
demanded as a security against fire, which, were it to occur, 
' would probably compromise the lives of many patients, and 
at the same time might subject the State to the loss of a 
splendid property, and whose intrinsie value is estimated at 
a half a million of dollars. As the building has not been 
painted for eleven years, exteriorly, it is quite necessary for 
its protection that it be done at an early day. : 

The appropriation for maintenance, although not quite so 
large as heretofore, has enabled us owing to the cheapness 
of the current supplies, to get on fairly well. If, however, 
prices should advance, it will be impossible to get through 
the biennial period on such a small amount. Our Steward, 
Capt. MeGill, has expended the appropriation under the 
supervision of the trustees, most judiciously, and am gratified 
to say has the confidence of not only all the officers con- 
nected with the Asylum, but also the general public. 

During the past two years our farm and garden products 
have equalled the general average, and as regards corn and 
oats notwithstanding the extreme drought, have given the 
best results we ever had. Our sweet potato erop, though 
large, has not yielded so abundantly, but we are furnished 
with an ample supply. 

We continue to keep a large herd of cattle, among which 
are some thoroughbred Jerseys. While we havea fine stock 
of hogs, have unfortunately not been so successful in rearing 
them as usual. 


Before closing our report, we cannot be unmindful of our 
constant friends, who have gratuitously sent their journals 
to the Asylum; and while we regret to say some heretofore 
who remembered us, have discontinued their publications, 
the following still continue the courtesy, viz: The Clarion- 
Ledger, the New Mississippian, the Democrat and Sub-Soiler, 
the Vicksburg Commercial-Herald, Natchez Democrat, Pas- 
cagoula Democrat-Star, Greenville Times, Greenville Spirit, 
Meridian Néws, Brookhaven Leader, Yazoo Herald and Car- 
thagenian. 
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In the annual report of the Steward you will find an item- 
ized account of the expenditures for the past two years, to- 
gether with a tabulated statement of the products of both 
farm and garden. 

Succeeding this report you will find that of the Matron, : 
which shows that the usual amount of clothing has been made 
and distributed. 

Our employees, both male and female, have generally ren- 
deréd efficient service, for which they have our best thanks. 
Dr. MeWillie, so long and so favorably known as the Assist. 
ant, has deemed it best for his health to resign the position, 
with the hope that a change to a more quiet locality, might 
contribute io a restoration of his health, which has been 
delicate for the past two years. His successor, Dr. E. H. 
Anderson, is a most skillful and competent officer, taking 
pleasure in doing everything which conduces to the welfare 
of the patients. Gov. Lowry, ex-officio president of the 
Board of Trustees, has manifested a most kindly interest in 
the welfare of the insane and at the same time rendering us 
every assistance that his position would allow. The Trus- 
tees have not only taken a decided interestin the prosperity 
of the Asylum, but have supervised with care the expendi- 
tures and at the same time have not been unmindful of the 
usual courtesies to every one connected with the Asylum.
